master General, in its attack upon Representative Wil- 
liams of Illinois. 


It is well worth reprinting. 
The fact that the Plain Dealer is a democratic paper 


causes these fine words for Mr. Hays to come with good 
grace. 


It follows: 


The denunciation of Will Hays by Represen- 


tative Williams of Illinois amounts to very high 
praise of the retiring postmaster general! The 
partisan excoriations emittedJby the gentleman, 
who describes himself as "an old line Republican'' 
and as representing a ''rock-ribbed Republican 
district,'1 sound like the rant of a past generation.

Willi-ons resurrected it, and he should be thank- 
ed. To be called a "mugwump" is a rare distinc- 
tion. To be called "the prince of mugwumps'' 
is somewhat more than most public men could 
even nope for. 


Is it a fair assumption that some of Mr. Wil- 


liams' political postmastership recommendations 
have been ignored ? May we hazard a guess that 
in the dreadfully Republican twenty-fourth dis- 
trict of Illinois certain Wilsonians are still pass- 
ing out mail despite the busy efforts of Mr. Wil- 
liams'? Let us not be unfair, or proceed to un- 
warranted assumptions.

What is really "sig- 
nificant is that Will Hays, whose appointment 
by .President Harding was mildly criticized as 
being too "political," has placed efficient public 
service above political considerations and has, as
